Hon, Rupert Guinness Has Opened a 
way ae of Colonial Farming 

Hon. Rupert Guinness, M.P., 
who has just resumed his Parilament. 
ary duties in Wngland as representa- 
tive for Southend, after launching out 
“8 a Canadian farmer, is enthuslas- 
tic about the opportunities that await 
the public school man who after a 
course of Op-todate training, eml- 
srates from the old country into agri- 
culture overseas. 

For eighteen months Mr. Guinness, 
pioneer among the younger Parlia- 
mentarians who go about social re 
forms in a practical way, has conduct- 
ed a training farm on the estate of his 
father-in-law, the Earl of Onslow, near 
Woking. Sixty men from the pub- 
lic schools have been trained on his 
Woking Park farm, learning modern 
Canadian methods, and when he and 
Lady Guinness went to Canada to 
spend the autumn Parliamentary va- 
cation, it was with the object of vis- 
iting some of his former pupils, now 
& good way on the road to fortune. 
They surprised many of the men a#& 
work on the land, and heard with 
pleasure the stories of their success. 
Among them were a doctor, a clergy- 
man and a major, who are now living 
far happler and healthier lives than 
they did when following their respect- 
ive professions in the old ceuntry. 

Mr. Guinness was so struck with 
the potentialities of scientific farming 
in Canada that he bought three or 
four farms for himself in the North 
Shore district of Nova Scotia, and 
has now gone back to England to ex- 
tend his Working training farm, so 
that he can recruit his workers from 
the pupils there. 

My purchasy, said Mr. 
the other day, may only be a begin- | 
ning. It is my first venture as a/| 
farmer, amd I must learn my business. | 


If I succeed, well, farming in Nova} | 


Scotia is a pleasant occupation, and | 
there are one or two pretty little farms 
which met my eye. Nova Scotia, 
you see, is just next door to Liver- 
pool, and I can run over in no time. 
Nevertheless, i{ any owners out there 
want to sell their land, I hope they 
won't wait for me. 

It is a fallacy to suppose that the 
science of the land must remain for- 
ever in the rut of the easy-going 
Hodge, Mr. Guinness continued. Scl- 
ence must banish the old hedger-and- 
ditcher type, who never grows poor- 
er and never grows richer. 

Agriculture calls for active brains 
and scientific knowledge as weil as 
strong hands. Have not some of our 
most distinguished men been practi- 
cal agriculturalists? Young men 
of good social standing don overalls 
and get covered with grease while 
learning to become great engineers. | 
Is it more undignified to milk a cow 
or harness a horse? 

Mr. Guinness has already begun the 
work of extension, and in the near fu- 
ture it is likely that treble the num- 
ber of students will be able to under- 
go the course of training there s'!m- 
ultaneously. . He invites men of good 
family and schooling to present them- 
selves for training, and as each batch 
departs with a sound knowledge of 
Canadian agriculture, some will go to

The Geological Survey of the Domin- 
jon have secured accommodation in 
the laboratories of the mining build- | 
ing at the University of Toronto, for | 
on experi- 
mental work on clays and shales. 

Joseph *Keeng, geologist in charge | 
of the clay investigation of Canada, | 
will do this work. He brings wita | 
him, about two tons of samples col- 
lected during last summer in the Pro-| 
vince of Quebec, New Brunswick and 
Alberta. 

Mr. Keele has been working exclu- | 
sively on clay and shale deposits dur- 
ing the last four years, his published | 
reports constitute practically the only | 
information available on these mater- | 
lals in this country. 

The faculty of applied science have 
long been aware of the growing im- 
portance cf the clay working industry | 
to Canada, and the need for wider tech- 
nical knowledge of the raw materials 
and processes involved in it.

PublMe Forests are Set Aside for the 
Use of the Pubiic 


The former erroneous impresaion, 
that forest reserves are areas set 


apart by the government to be reserv- 


ed from use and development is giving 
way to the correct view that they are 
for the general use of the public. 

The Dominion Forestry Branch ts 
desirous of spreading this idea abroad, 
and with this end in view has inaug- 
urated the policy of surveying sum- 
mer-resort lota around convenient 
lakes in forest reserves. These lots 
are of two kinds, viz. building lots and 
camping lots, so that the demands of 
both cottagers and campers may be 
met. Such lots are leased to the 
public for a term of years at a very 
nominal figure. 

It is hoped that In this way a start 
may be made in bringing to the pub- 
lie a realization of the opportunities 
and advantages which the reservation 
of these great areas of the public do 
main affords the country at large. 

A good example of such a resort Is 
seen in British Columbia where a site 
has been laid out at Trout Lake, in 
the Long Lake forest reserve. This 
reserve ts situated in the Kamloops 
district of tle Railway Belt. 

Trout Lake, at an altitude of 4,100 
feet is an ideal retreat for the resi- 
dents of the towns and cities of the 
Dry Belt. Here they may escape 
the oppressive heat and drought of 
the summer season, and “at the same } 
time enjoy spme of the finest fishing 
to be had anywhere in Canada.

Canada's Fuel Problem 
There is perhaps, no sight on the! 
streets of the larger Canadian cities 
which more quickly attracts the at- 
tention of the visiting Englishman 
than the immense piles of cord wood 
to be seen in vacant corners and on 
other unoccupied property, says Can- 
ada. Owing to the severe Canadian 
winter the fuel problem is a constant 
one, if not as acute as that created 
in the United Kingdom by the recent | 
coal strike. | 
Wood is used for fuel in Canada al- , 


most as much as coal. It is sold 
by the cord. Vacant” lots—even | 
those on the principal streets—are 


rented by wood dealers for the pur-} 
pose of storing wood. Huge piles of 
wood are built up on the vacant spaces | 
and their sawed ends offer to the pass- | 
er by a curious. wall of discs. Poplar 
and tamarack are the trees most com- 
monly cut for’ cord-wood. Cutting 
is almost invariably done in the win- 
ter time. Access to the.forests and 
bush areas is usually across swampy 
ground. Thus it is easy in winter 
to haul the logs on sleighs to river, 
lake, or railway for transportation lat- 
eron. During the summer the wood 
is brought to cities, and by the follow- 
ing winter it is thoroughly dry and fit 
for fuel. 

It would he difficult to draw a hard 
and fast line between the use of 
wood and coal in Canada. It may 
be said, however, that wood is used! 


preferably for cooking purposes, es-| 
pecially where gas is available. In| 
the spring and autumn, when the 


weather is not sufficientl cold to war- 
rant a continuous coa! fire in the cel- 
lar furnace, wood is a convenient and 
quick heater. It is used at such 
times of the year both in furnaces 
and in open grates. A wood-pile 
outside a church is quite a common 
sight in Canada. The church is 
heated quickly and economically in 
this way,

DYNAMITE FARMING | 
| 


Interesting Experiments Are Now Be- 
ing Carried on in the West | 


In Western Canada, where one of! 
the greatest difficulties with which 


|; settlers have to contend is the clear- 
‘ing of the land of trees before plow- 


ing and sowing can be begun, the use 

of explosives, chiefly dynamite, has 

been tried for this purpose with con- 

siderable success. It was only re- 

cently, however, at the annual plow- 

ing match and live stock show of the | 
Rochester and Gravesend Agricultur- 
al Association, that farmere in Eng- 
land had an opportunity of judging the 
efficacy, of this agricultural innova- 
tion. A series of demonstrations 
with explosives in clearing uncultiva- 
ted land was given, which included the 
breaking up of tree stumps, to show 
how quickly the work could be done 
with powerful explosives. 

The charges used for a stump seven 
feet in diameter consisted of a cen- 
tral one of 10 pounds and five of one 
pound each of gelignite, fired by elec- 
tricity. The result was entirely suc- 
cessful, the great mass of wood being 
blown clean out of the ground and} 
broken in a way that made removal

The use of explosives for preparing 
the ground for tree planting was also 
demonstrated. A hole about three) 
feet deep was made, and a charge of } 
eight ounces of cheddite inserted, ig- | 
nition being effected by an ordinary 
fuse. The explosion loosened the 
strong soil lying on chalk to a depth | 
of 3 feet 6 inches, and to about the 
same extent in diameter. It is 


claimed for the system that, besides | - 


saving labor and expediting the work. | 
it provides a better rooting area for| 
young trees. It has been proved 
that fruit trees planted in this way 
have taken root more quickly and 
made’ more rapid growth than those} 
planted in the usual manner. The 
cost of the operation is from 9 to 12 
cents a treé. and one man can prepare 
for sixteen trees.an hour. 
Experiments carried out on these 
lines for loosening the soil have prov- 
ed very effective. Four-ounce | 
charges of geliguite were inserted in 
holes made with the crowbar 32 feet 
6 inches deep at intervals of ten feet. 
The explosion left little impression 
upon the surface, but the momentary 
effect was to raise the earth for a 
distance of five feet tu seven feet 
around the centre of concilssion sev- 
eral inches above the ordisuary level, 
and when dug the subsoil was seen 
to be cracked and broken. It is be- 
lieved that the effect will facilitate 
the spreading of the rotts of plants, 


thereby encouraging growth and re- 
ducing the risk of injury from drought. 
The cost of the operation is estimated 
at $27.50 per acre, but it would be 
required only once in ten or twelve 
years.

Free Library for Blind 


A glance at the following brief sum- 
mary of work done by the Canadian 
Free Library for the Blind, will con- 
vince any reader that a real and ne 
cessary task is being fulfilled. 

The library was incorporated under 
the Ontario Public Libraries Act to- 
ward the close of/1906, on Nov. 9, of 
which year 81 volumes were in its 
possession. On Nov. 1 of the pre 
sent year the number of volumes owa- 
ed had increased to 2,858, while, in ad- 
dition, 959 pieces of music have been 
purchased. For the year 1907 the 
circulation was 996 volumes, while for 
the first three-quarters of 1912 the 
circulation was 4,643 books and 
pieces of music.

Java's Valley of Death, Where Life 
£ Cannot Exist. 

The Valley of Death ts on the island 
of Java. It is the most remarkable 
natural example of aon atmosphere 
loaded with carbonic acid gas in ex: 
istence. It bas never been fully ex- 
plored because of the danger of re 
maining more than a few moments in 
its poisonous atmosphere, 

Approached through an opening be 
tween the hills, it is seen to be an oval 
shaped valley about half a mile acrosa, 
It is about thirty-five feet deep, The bot 
tom is hard and sandy, without vegeta: 
tion and strewn with large stones. ‘The 
surface is covered with the bones of 
animals, birds and human beings. 

Explorers seldom venture beyond the 
borders, though the deadly air does not 
immediately affect human beings. This 
is because the carbonle acid gas, being 
heavier than the atmosphere, settles to 
the bottom of the valley. Dogs and 
fowls thrown into it fall senseless in- 
stantly and die in a few minutes. No 
craters or fissures are visible or the 
floor of this valley, and it is thougbt 
that the openings are near the base of 
the hills.—Exchange.

MAKING WATCHES. 


Wonderful Feats That Are Performed 
by Modern Machinery, 

The rapidity with which watches are 
nowadays manufactured bas been 
made possible by the ingenious mas 
chinery designed within recent years 
for the making of all parts of a watch, 
The speed with which these various 
parts are turned out ts little short, of 
marvelous, Greézt’sheets of brass and 
steel are cut and rolled into ribbons 
and punched out Into wheels at the 
rate of 10,000 a day from each punch- 
ing machine. Workers drill the thirty- 
one holes in the roof of the watcb as 
fast as they can count. 

Brass wire glides into a machine 
that measures off the length of a part, 
turns it, puts a screw thread on each 
end and actually screws it in at the 
rate of 2,000 a day. 

The screws are of such tiny size 
that fifty gross of them may be put 
in a woman's thimble, while of others 
there are a thousand gross to the 
ponnd, 

Balances are cut from the solld steel, 
ground down, worked up and drilled 
with their twenty-five screw holes 
apiece at the rate of 100 wheels a duy 
fromeach machine, 

hoels have thelr teeth cut, a couple 
of dozen at a time, some with from 
sixty to eighty teetb, at the rate of 

1,200 wheels a day from each machine 
—Harper's Weekly. 


The Physiotype. 

This is an Euglish invention for mak- 
ing pictures by impression of leaves, 
ferns, lace, feathers and various other 
objects. It depends upon the chemicad 
auction of a fine powder. The object of 
which a representation ts to be made 
is placed upon white paper and pressed, 
either by the hand or by other means. 
When the object is removed bo impres- 
sion is visible on the paper, but upon 
fprinkling the powder over the paper 
the picture at once appears, sharply de- 
fined, aud remains permanent: Sec- 
tions of wood and designs of coins and 
medals can thus be represented, and 
the prints can be transferred to Utho 
grapble stone, zine or aluminium, thus 
producing records from which any 
bumber of coples can be taken.—Chi- 
eugo Necord- Herald.
